He never forgot a lesson 
from the managing director, Sir 
George Reevta-Smiih, whom he 
raihlv telephoned late one evening. 

Sir George would only be dis- 
turbed on the rarest occasions by 
telephone calls, which he disliked, 
but HofTlin explained brothltyaly 
that a fire had broken out at the 
Berkeley.

At 
noon gue<ts who had braved the 
rubble and stepped gingerly over 
bttskeri it bus sat down to an 
emergency luncheon menu re- 
deemed by spotless napcry and 
almust the customary icrvue 

It waa the worst raid suffered by 
the hotel, but by no means the last 

many near-missea. 

During a Board meeting at which 
the Chairman, Mr. Rupert D'Oyjly 
Carte, prejided, a heavy bomb 
landed nearby with enough force 
to blast the curtaina from the win- 
dowi. There was a moment 'i 
silence and fleeting gfonce* were 
exchanged. The Chairman gave his 
little cough and said calmly,

LILIITMS 

-new and old 

By If. H. ANDERSON 

• mi urns have been called the aristocrats ©I 
bulbous planus certainly they have elegance, 
poise — and an occasional touch of flamboyance. 



SOME have been grown in 
gardens for centuries, but in 
recent years liliums have received 
attention from hybridists, and new 
varieties of outstanding beauty 
have been developed. 

There are about 80 species, mainly 
from China and Japan, but some from 
North America, the Himalayas, and 
Siberia, They are divided into three 
groups aecording to the way the flower* 
are borne* and their shape. 

The reflected group has the flowers 
drooping or horizontal (examples: L, 
auratuin, L, speciosum). 

The trumpet group has trumpet- 
shaped flowers, such as L, tun gi flora m, 
L. regale T and t~ fnrmosanum. The 
upright group has erect flowers, a* in 
I j. umbel latum. 

Per practical purposes the specie* ore 
often divided into two groups accord- 
ing to their rooting habits. 

One produces roots from the bulb 
only, whereas the other develops roots

alio from the stem between the Suil« 
and the soil surface. 

The main species ami hybrids are: 
L ALRATUM and hybrids 
(Golden-rayed Lily or Gold-band 
Lily) t a lovely species. The fragrant 
flowers arr white spotted with crimson 
and broad gold band. Stem rooting; 
lime-fret soil. 

L, SPECIOSUM and hybrid* 
Showy Japanese lily). Fragran! 
flowers, white suffused with pink and 
spotted red. Several varieties and 
hybrids wilh color ranges in rhe petal 
and flnthrre. -Sicm rrnnnngj lime-free 
soil- 

PARKMAN'NI hybrids. These an- 
hybrids between L. aura turn and L 
aperiosum and have produced spectacu- 
lar result*, the vigor obtained from 
hybridisation producing flowers up to 
12in. across. The n lebrated Australia 
variety Jillian Wallace was one of the 
fir^t major achievement*. 

The flowers are bright carmine 
edged with white, spotted wilh crimson, 
and wilh a deep red stripe. 



L MART AC ON and hybrids 
[Turk's Cap Lily). The species has 
reddish purple lluwcrs with darker 
spots, ana there is a white variety. The 
hybrid* ^re mainly cro«e? between L 
m art aeon and L. hanwnii and have 
colors ranging from yellow and orange 
to lilac and purple, with maroon ftOfjk 

AUREL1ANS are hybrids between 
L, henryu" and L. sargentiae. They 
have a wide range of shapes from 
trumpets to star-shaped flowers with 
color variations in white, lemon t gold, 
and apricot. Thc.*e liliums are becom- 
ing popular, as they uand hard con- 
ditions and are excellent garden plants. 

Other specie* include; 

U Tl CRT NUM. (Tisrer Lily), a 
well-known lilium and one of the oldest 
plants in cultivation. It produces 
purple bulbils in the leaf axils, from 
which new plants can be easily propa- 
gated. Prefers filtered shade, but is 
often grown in full sun. There are 
several varieties and hybrids in pinks 
and white. Stem rooting. 

L, LONGtFLORLM ( November 
Lily or Christmas Lily). A well-known 
species with slender trumpet -shaped 
pure white flowers up to 7im long, 
with golden anthers, sometimes green- 
ish at the base of the trumpet. Does, 
well in filtered shade or full sun. 

L HANSON1I, a hardy lily ihm 
commonly grown, wilh orange-yellow 
flowers, spotted purplish-brown. Seems 
to prrfer a cold winter climate. 

L. HENRYI1, a hardy, easily grown, 
laLe*flowering species wilh apricot- 
y el low flowers, often wilh a [rreen 
centre line. Stems can be oft. tall. Stem 
rooting. 

L REGALE (Royal lily) has frag- 
rant irumpet-shaped flowery white wilh 
yellow throat, and more or less wine- 
cotorcd on the reverse side, A popular 
species, easily grown. 
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L. CANDIDUM (Msdtraju Lily). 
Pure white i nun pet- shaped fragrnur 
(lowers up to 5 in. long and with golden 
anthers. Widely gi nun in oldn 
gardens, but rather subject to holrytU 
disease. The bulbs need shallow plant- 
ing abon r Mm below the surface, and 
arc besf planted in January and 
February. 

Thctr are ii number of other specie 1 , 
often trrowu by Jilimn enthusiasts, but 
not always available from nurscrymeu 

SOIL ANB POSITION 

Liliums will grow in most garden 
soils, but prefer a fertile, open, friable 
and slightly acid one. 

Most speries re?enl lime, bur ;i 
such as L eandidum. L. maria^on, am: 
L. henry ii are more tolerant. 

Hum in, iu the toil is essential fn- 
good results. 

Light requirements vary with the 
ipecieji. Some do best in filtered shade, 
hut mm i will tolerate open sunny posi- 
tions, provided the soil fa kept cool 
with mulching or by other plantc 

Li tium* are happy in ihc compunv 
of other plants, especially azaleas, 
ericas* and low*growing shrubs and 
perennials which do not have aggressive 
routs. 

The one requirement which cannot 
be neglected in any way is pcrieci 
drainage. Stagnant conditions al any 
time of the year are usually fata!, as 
they generally cause basal ml. 

Many growers, especially of thr 
choicer varieties, prefer to grow them 
in containers, as conditions, eapccialiv 
drairntgc, can be effectively controlled 

Suitable containers are )2iml pots, 
four-gallon drums, nr tubs. After pro- 
viding at least 3in. of drainage, a pot 
ting mixture consisting of two pan> 
loam, two parts Je&fmould, one part 
finely crushed cote, one part roarse 
sand, and some bone meal can be 
added.

Stent "rooting varieties aic planted 
deeper than other*, and sandy aoib 
require deeper planting than heavy ones. 

Always have the ground well pre- 
pared before planting. The bulbs should 
be 12in> apart and planted in dumps of 
8-12 for brer appearance- Drums or tubs 
cau take two or three bulbs. 

Many growers place a handful or two 
of sand or gravd Oil the bottom of the 
hole, sitting the bulb on this to <msure 
drainage. After planting* mulch the soil 
with any suitable material and mark the 
huib h > poHilion. 

M A WTEM A NCE 

Uliums need constant moisture dur- 
ing spring and summer, but watering 
can be slowed down or withheld after 
the plants have flowered, and during 
winter. 

ft is best to apply the water by gently 
soaking the KOil„ avoiding overhead 
watering as much as possible^ as this 
increases ditt'asr. 

Manures and fertilisers will help 
growth, but must be carefully used. A 
top-drcs^m* of well -rotted animal 
manure, compost, or leaf-mould a 
beneficial, and artificial fertilisers ran 
be used sparingly. 

DISEASES 

Basal rot, botrytis, and virus are the 
main direase-i- The lijsi occurs mainly 
in badly drained soils, and destroys die 
whole bulb. 

Botrytiv affects the plant above 
ground and appears as spots on the 
leaves, later becoming like a mould and 
spreading to other parts. Spray regularly 
with Bordeaux mixture. 

Slut's and snaihi have n liking for the 
new growth and should be checked. 

When obtaining bull]*, never accept 
flabby ones which have begun to deteri-

RtMSKY-KORSAKOV and STRAVINSKY: 
Orchestral works. 

A ^EW RCA recording by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra under condnrtor Erich Leinsdorf l>rim's 
together the orchestral suite from Rinuiky-Korsakov'v of>era 
The Golden Cockerel and Llic concert suite from Straviriijkv's 
liallei The Firebird. 

These two mythical musical birds provide itimresimg 
comparisons, as well as brilliant examples of typically 
colorful Russian or chest rat ion 

The stage works from which these suites are lakri, i 
first performed within less lhan a year of one another; the 
Coektrtl in 1909, Firebird in 1910. Stravinsky waft a pupil 
of Rimsky-Korsakov and the two works may seem at first 
to be cut from the same roll of cloth, 

But this in only half true. The Cockerel marks an end, for 
it was given its premiere nine months after (he i-omposei^ 
death. Firebird wa* a Iwgiitfiing, the work of a litlle-kjiown 
young man of 27, and in it we can already hear the experi- 
menting hand of the revolutionary who helped shape the 
musir of this cenlury (and is now, at 82, the most eminent 
living composer), 

One thing the two works do have in common is the typical 
Ku-Viian gift f<*r suggesting a fairy-tale atmr>sphpre in mtiiit , 
and both are admirably suited to the virtuosity of the Boston 
wciiMtra. —MARTIN LONG
